AN OLD GOLD-BEARING RIVER BED. 
In Loa Angeles we have a golil bor­ 
der for our valley of golden fruit and 
grain. Before reading any farther 
stop and look at the map of our back 
country. Observe the high range of 
mountains lying northeast of Los An­ 
geles. The letter N in the word Cali­ 
fornia is on the mountain referred to. 
Running along the backbone of this 
mountain is an ancient riverbed filled 
with gravel rich in gold. This river 
must liavq had its source far to the 
northeast of Los Angeles. It run 
nearly west along the present range of 
mountains and emptied into the ocean 
somwhere between Santa Barbara and 
San Luis Obispo. The entire distance 
indicated, gold is found in the gravel 
bed of this old river. We call atten­ 
tion to the following class of facts, 
which, we think, goes far to establish 
our theory. In Holcomb Valley min­ 
ing district, about sixty-five miles 
north of San Bernardino, also north 
and east of this mining district, are 
rich placer diggings containing a great 
deal of coarse gold; also the placers 
show fragments of gold and quartz 
still united. In this region last re­ 
ferred to, are extensive gold-bearing 
quartz ledges. These ledges are now 
being worked, and many of them are 
exceedingly rich in fine gold. Pro­ 
ceeding westward thirty miles from 
this mining region along the old river 
channel, which is now filled with 
gravel, we reach a point where Lyttle 
Creek cuts it in two. At this place 
hydraulic mining is now, and has been 
for years, carried on. Hundreds of 
thousands of dollars have been taken 
out of this old river bed at the Lyttle 
Creek mines. At this place the gold 
is not quite so coarse as in Holcomb 
valley; neither isthere found so much 
gold and quartz attached. The waters 
of the old river carrying the golddown 
stream has worn it smaller, and the 
incessant pounding and grinding of 
the gravel has broken out most of the 
quartz. Going still farther west forty 
miles we find that every mountain ra­ 
vine which cuts down into the gravel 
bed contains fine gold. This contin­ 
ues past Cueamongo and to the San 
Gabriel river. This river cuts down 
across the range of mountains and cuts 
the old river bed at right angles. Here 
mining has been carried 011 tor nearly 
half a century. Here the first Cali­ 
fornia gold was discovered, while Sut­ 
ter was a boy, and long before he left 
his Eastern home for California. At 
this place the gold is much finer and 
entirely free from quartz, showing 
that it is farther down stream. Large 
companies are here mining with hy­ 
draulic pipes. Individuals are also 
using sluices. Pockets containing as 
high as five hundred dollars in a sin­ 
gle crevice have been found. Proceed­ 
ing westerly some ten miles we reach 
the Arroyo Seco. This stream heads 
up in the mountains and cuts across 
the cld river bed at right angles. 
There has never been any extensive 
mining in this eafion. The gravel bed 
has been prospected, as also the stream 
below the gravel. Gold is found 
throughout the gravel, but it is quite 
fine. AVere the gravel bed worked 
down to the bed-rock, coarse gold 
would be found. A large number of 
small cafions run down from the 
mountains and cut more or less into 
this gravel bed in the next section of 
twenty miles west of Arroyo Seco. 
One of these, the “Cafion del Oro,” 
(cafion of gold) near San Fernando 
Mission, has been worked by Mexi­ 
cans for many years for gold. They 
make fair wages, using rough sluice 
boxes. 
From the Mission of San Fer­ 
nando, 
indicated on our map 
as the point to which the rail­ 
road is completed northwest of Los 
Angeles, or west toward Santa Bar­ 
bara and San Luis Obispo, the chan­ 
nel of the old river bed is not so well 
known. No streams seem to cut 
across it, and the want of water has 
prevented much prospecting. The old 
river probably made a bend towards 
the north, at a distace of thirty miles 
crossing Soledad eafion, and the next 
cafion north of it, in both of which 
places mining is now carried 011. In 
Santa Barbara and San Luis Obispo 
counties, which are over two hundred 
miles by the old river course west of 
Holcomb valley, the only gold found 
is "flour” or fine dust gold. 
Gold originally is found in quartz or 
some gold-bearing stone called a ma­ 
trix. As this matrix is broken or decom­ 
posed, the gold is loosened and carried 
down by the action of the water into 
streams and rivers. The coarse heavy 
gold is carried the shortest distance 
from the source. Also some of the 
quartz remains attached to the gold, 
burther down stream the pounding of 
pebbles, gravel and stones breaks the 
quartz, butters the gold and leaves it 
free from quartz. At great distances 
from the source of the gold, nothing 
hut fine gold is carried by the water" 
Hence we may easily trace the course 
of any old river bed carrying gold. 
From the foregoing facts, known to 
every old prospector in this part of the 
State, the reader may form some idea 
of the immense gold deposits lying 
near to Los Angeles. These mines 
can be worked with very little cost. 
These old river beds are the most per­ 
manent and prolific sources of gold in 
the northern part of the.State, and un­ 
doubtedly this river bed will be 
equally profitable when fully worked. 
As the country becomes settled these 
mines will he extensively worked. 
The day is coming when they will be 
good property. Men will own their 
farms and orange groves in connection 
with their gold mine, and the yield of 
golden ore will rival the yield of 
golden grain.

He is an excellent 
citizen and a useful man—at home. 
We have lost much and gained 
nothing by sending our esteemed fel­ 
low citizen to the National Capitol, 
and as experience teaches a well re­ 
membered lesson, we will not again 
commit the folly of banishing from 
among us one whom we all know is 
an honorable man. 
Henceforth he 
shall remain in our midst, to guide us 
with his counsel and to cheer and en­ 
courage us by the light of his benign 
countenance. No, we will 110 more 
harass Houghton with the cares of 
State, nor tempt him with the glitter­ 
ing dangers that environ the pure- 
minded, guileless Congressman. Lut- 
trell is battling manfully with the 
hydra-headed monster, Corruption, 
and is ever watchful of the people’s 
interests. He is honest, energetic, and 
capable of holding his ground against 
the combin.d attacks of the host who 
recognize monopolies as their master. 
He will come back our only popular 
Representative, and, if a candidate, 
will be re-elected, despite the ellortsof 
those whose schemes for plundering 
the people he has frustrated. It will 
be well for the taxpayers of the State 
if the successors of our present delega­ 
tion are more of the Luttrell quality 
and less of the Page stamp. The work 
is in the hands of the people. Their 
manner of performing it will advance 
or retard the development of our 
varied resources. We have it in our 
power to send men to Congress who 
will forget their pledges and grow rich 
out of a single term, or we may be 
represented by gentlemen who, re­ 
membering that they are the servants 
of the people, will devote their entire 
energies to procuring such legislation 
as will aid in building up a rich and 
populous State, where labor and capi­ 
tal shall go hand in hand, each cher­ 
ishing and assisting the other. 


HOMES ALONG THE RAILROADS. 
It is not probable the holders of real 
estate along the line of the proposed 
railroad between this city and Trux- 
ton will refuse to donate the right of 
way for the track. The entire line of 
route is through a rich section of the 
valley, and within a short time after 
the road is in operation it will be 
lined on either side, from Los Angeles 
to Truxton, with the homes of men do­ 
ing business in one of the two places. 
The distance from San Francisco to 
San Jose is fifty miles, and already 
hundreds of palatial residences and 
cottage homes, owned by men who do 
business in the city, may be counted 
from the railroad. Stations are be­ 
coming so numerous that hardly does 
the train get under way after leaving 
one point before the brakes are put on 
for stopping at another. So it will be 
011 both the Wilmington and Truxton 
railroads. From the beach to this 
city, each will be lined with garden 
homes, and the day will come when 
the demands of travel will necessitate 
the running of hourly trains over both 
roads. Land between here and Wil­ 
mington has increased ten fold in 
value since the completion of the rail­ 
road, and a like advance will- follow 
the construction of the road to Trux­ 
ton. 
In* another column of the H e r a l d 
to-day will be found an article from 
the Pacific Rural Press containing a 
great deal of information concerning 
the Alden fruit drying process, to­ 
gether with the agent’s report of the 
operations of the establishment at San 
Lorenzo. This information is espe­ 
cially valuable at this time to the 
peojile of Los Angeles valley. The 
proposition to erect Alden works in 
this city meets with much favor, and 
there is no doubt the necessary 
amount of stock will betaken in a few 
days. It is certainly a good invest­ 
ment, and will besides furnish our 
vineyard and orchard owners with a 
much larger home market for their 
fruit than they have heretofore en­ 
joyed. 
Yesterday the Mayor and Common 
Council let the contract for doing the 
city printing and advertising. The 
H e r a l d submitted a proposition to do 
the work for §125, yet the award was 
made to another party on a bid of 
$300. Assuming that our city authori­ 
ties would not intentionally throw 
away $173 of the people’s money, we 
presume that at least one of the bids 
was misunderstood. 


M e r c h a n t s and others dealer in 
the East have a correct idea of the 
value of advertising in the newspaper 
having the largest circulation among 
the people they wish to reach. The 
New York ITcruld of April 12th con­ 
tains eighty columns of closely set 
advertisements. 


T j ie California Granger, published 
weekly at Han Jose is an excellent 
paper. It is a quarto, four columns to 
the page, and filled with sensible edit­ 
orials and well selected matter, all 
useful to the intelligent practical 
farmer.
